DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed 3/04/09 has been entered. This application contains 
claims numbered 4-9. Claims 1-3 have been canceled. Claim 9 has been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-9 are allowed with the following Examiner's amendment: 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An extension of time under 37 CFR 1 .1 36(a) is required in order to make an 
examiner's amendment which places this application in condition for allowance. During 
a telephone conversation conducted on 4/08/09, Attorney requested an extension of 
time for one MONTH and authorized the Director to charge Deposit Account No. 50- 
2815 the required fee of $65 for this extension and authorized the following examiner's 
amendment. Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of 
such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 4, line 18, "said holding means (3)" has been changed to -- a holding 
means (3) - . 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record either taken singularly or in combination fails to teach or 
disclose the invention as claimed. Reference to Dreszer's 705 is the closest art but fails 
to teach or disclose "the holding means comprising a V-shaped holder having two 
lever arms that are joined to one another at a common apex defining a mountable end 
and the lever arms extending from the mountable end and terminating in deflectable 
free ends, the mountable end being mounted to the upper end portion of the body for 
relative rotation about a swivel axis, the free ends of the level arms and the stop 
positioning the optical glass in substantially vertical relation and parallel to the axis of 
the body" (claim 4); and "said hook including two branches that define therebetween a 
space with one of the braches being inserted into the notch and including a second 
rectilinear surface that engages the first rectilinear surface thereof to prevent the holder 
grip from turning freely around the bar and holding means (claims 8-9) in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claims.
